THE SUBSIDY NIPPED. 


A MASTERSTROKE BY POSTMAST 
BR-GENERAL VILAS. ; 
Hie Refuses to Carry Out the Ocean Mail Subsidy, 
Because it Smacks of Jobbery, and Cannot be | 
Exccuted in ae Commendable Manner— 
The Work in the Departments. 


Wasnixorox, June 12,—With the approval 
of the president, and after consultation with 
the cabinet, the postmaster general has <deci- 
ded not to edvertise for bids to enter into con- 
tracts for the transportation of the foreign 
mails upon the mileage basis, under permis- 
Bive authority conferred by the act of congress 
of March 3d, 1885. The subject has been 
under consideration by the cabinet for some- 
time, and the conclusion above noted was 
reached after presentation by the postmaster 


eners! of an exhaustive argument, covering 
ewhele matter of toreigu mail transporta- 
tion. The postmaster general summerized his 
Btguine nt as follows: 
t is not necessary 40, make such contracts in 
order to provide forthe transportation of these 
mails, aiid atthe rates now paid give adequate 
Com pen+stiou wherever the mails are of any consid- 
erable vaiue, while the previous statutes afford all 
suthority to the department necessary to provide 
This being sO, author

of mail unnecessary, in fact, to compensate the 
meiicarrisge for the purpose of aiding American 
steamship companies.

One course would be 
chargeable as unwarranted favoritism, and the 
Jatter, es an indecent abuse of an authority pro 
Tessedly designed to be so employed as to excite, 
not destroy competition. Neither coursé could 
Jail of doing injustice to the steamship lines or 
the public, or promise any development of the 
Bteamsrbip service, or increase of the mail facili- 
ties. lf a general distribution of the appropria- 
tion among all the American steamship lines, on 
the basis of mileage, were to 
be made, the amount to each 
would besosmall aito avail nothing as a stimu-

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THE MAXWELL LAND CASE. 


Land Commissioner Sparks Makes an Inter- 
esting Report. 

WASHINGTON, June 12—Commissioner 
Sparks, of the land oflice, this afternoon sub- 
mitted to Secretary Lamar areport upon the 
famous Mexwell land grant in northern New 
Mexico, for which nearly two mfilion acres of 

ubjic Jand were claimed and patented in 1879. 

he cilicial proceedings,leadixg up to the pat- 
et are recited in detail by the commissioner, 
who then says: 

Pending these proceeding a large number of let- 
ters. Complaints, petitions, protests and charges 
were transmitted to this oflice and department 
from citizens of New Mexico, alleging fraud in 
the location and boundaries of theciaim; its ex- 
tension is far beyond any original ciaim or posses- 
pion by the grantees, the invasion of settlement 
and mining rigots and the rights of native inhab- 

tants and Indian occupants. Noth- 
- ing more than a mere formal 
motice of these various complaints and 
allegations appears to have been taken or doue by 
this office. Noinvestigation was had, but the 
claim for this enormous region of country appears 
to bave been carried through by official Le ¥ ote 
without regard to the interests of the government 
or the rights of the citizens of the territory in 
actual occupancy of the land. Evidences of fraud 
were manifest in the bold fact of the presentation 
of the claim for nearly 2 000,000 acres, based upon 
@ grant of less than 100,000 acres. 

The commissioner describes the methods by 
which the apparent fraud was effected, points 
out the collusive acts of the department offi- 
cials, and in conclusion recommends that 
piutable action be taken looking to a “vigorous 

rosecution of the suit now pending in the dis. 

rict court of Colorado, and that a newsuit be 
commenced in New Mexico, where the greater 
portion of the lands lie, to set aside the patents 
already issued under this grant. The grant 
has been made the basisof a stock company, 
which has absorbed several million dollars of 
English and Dutch money.

ihe Indian Chief Leading Strange and Mid- 
djeton Over the Country, 

Winnepre, Man., June 12.—The following 
dispatch from General Middleton’s camp has 
just been received: 

Camp, seventy miles northeast of Fort Pitt, 
June 9.—General Middleton’s command is 
now halting at the edge of the river. Scouts 
re; ort Big Bear to be-debouching west, being 
doubtless after the big cache of provisions 
stored by him at Beaver river. If this is his 
intention, he will be badly left, as the flour 
has been captured by General Strange, and is 
now in the latter’s possession. Strange is 
encamped near Cold Lake, in the neighbor- 
hood = of Frog lakes. Middieton’s 
force is bivouacked here. The 
tents and everythin else that 
can possibly be dispensed with have been dis- 
carded, the great aim being to overtake Big 
Bear and rescue the prisoners. Middleton is 
using every effort to accomplish this. All the 
wagons will be dropped, and the beds on the 
track train utilized. This istheonly means 
of transport, and, even with this probability, 
is in favor of the Muskega being found impas- 
ssble. The supplis were sent down the river 
to Pipestone creek yesterday, then up the 
country towards Turtle lake. The Saskatch- 
ewan river is rising rapidly. 

General Middleton, who has been pursuing 
Big Bear, hes found the country impassable 
for borees, and is on his return to this place. 
The supplies for the north have been counter- 
manded. The probabilities are that the com- 


mand will leave for home at once.

SURPRISED BY THE INDIANS. 


Five American Soldiers Shet Dead While at 
Dinner, 

TompBstoxr, Arizona, June 12.—The follow- 
ing additional particulars have been received 
concerning the capture of the supply camp 
of Captain Lawton, ofthe fourth cavalry in 
Guadaloupe canon, Sonera, and the massacre 
of five of his men. Captain Lawton, witha 
troop of cavalry, entered the canon, and 
leaving the wagons in charge of seven men, 
started out on a scout. While the guards 
were eating their dinner they were sur- 
prised by the Indians, and four 
shot dead. Two soldiers escaped, 
and rejoined their command, but nothing has 
been heard of the other guard. The Indians 
secured allthe provisions and ammunition 
with the train. 

News bas just reached here of an engage- 
ment on the 6th inst. between the Yaqui In- 
dians, under Cajema, and the Mexican troops. 
The federal loss was s@were, but the number 
killed and wounded was not given. Many 
Indians were reported to have been killed, 
and sixty wounded soldiers have arrived here. 

Charles Otto, whe arrived here last night, 
reports that the body ofa man who had been 
murdered by the Apaches, was found near 
Mud Spring. The body is supposed to be 
that of Charles Tylman, manager of the Erie 
cattle company. Iltis feared that two men 
who were with him were also murdered. 

A report reached Tucson to-night stating 
thatthe volunteers and federal troops have 
been engaged in fighting Indians all day in 
the north San Jose mountain, near the Mexi- 
can line. No particulars have been received.

Business, 

New York, June 12.—Testimony was taken 
before Referee Hamilton Cole to-day, in an- 
other suit growing out of the Grant & Ward 
failure. Jobn H, Morris, receiver of the Ma- 
rine bank, charges that James D. Fish con- 
veyed to six relatives on December 21, 1883, 
oh ogy that should go to the creditors of the 
ank. 8S. E. Spencer, cashier for Grant & 
Ward, testified that the firm’s capital was 
$400,000. Of the cash contributed U.S. Grant 

ut in $92,000; U. 8S. Grant, Jr., $10,000; 

erdinand Ward $30,000. Fish contributed 
nocash. The balance of the $400,000 was 
made up of ‘‘flour”’ notes, bonds and stock by 
all the members of the firm. Spencer said 
that the loans on securities often ran as high 
as one million dollars. It was frequently the 
case that the firm paid more for’ the use of 
money than it received on theloans. The 
witness said Fish sometimes drew on his 
private account to pay fictitious earning to 
depositors, He stated that Grant & Ward did 
a losing business after February 28th, 1832. 


Upset by a Oyclone, 

Sroux Ciry, June 12.—Two men have just 
arrived from nine miles north of Sioux City. 
They were passengers on the Sioux falls train 
on the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
road, due here at 7:10. The train was struck 
by a cyclone, and every car thrown from the 
treck end smashed to pieces. There were 
three passenger coaches and a baggage car. A 
large number of persons were injured. No 
details have been received.

THE LORDS BOW. 


MINISTER PHELPS’ RECEPTION Bé- 
FORE THE AUGUST BODY. 


The Famous Lauderdsle Case Before the House of 
Lorée—The Third Day of the Trial— Testimony 
ofan American Witness— Distinguished 
Americans Present, Etc., Etc. 


Loxpon, June 12.—To-day was the third day 
of the consideration before the house of lords 
of the claim of Major Frederick Henry Mait- 
lend, of Her Majesty’s Bengal Cavalry, to the 
earldom of Lauderdale, which claim is con- 
tested by Sir James Rameey Maitland. The 
right tothe peerage hangs upon the question 
as to what constitutes a legal marriage under 
the lews and customs in New York before the 
revolution, and upon this point United States 
Minister Phelps, United States Senator Et- 
munde, and Messrs. Fowler, Stephen Nash 
and Clarence Cary, the latter three from New 
York, have been asked to testify. 

In the hearing to day Stephen Nash testified 
that betw<en the years 1691 and 1830 the laws 
governing marrisge in the state of New York 
required oply a contract of marriage made in 
the presence of witnesses. without a ceremouy 
of any kind. in 1830 the New York marriage 
lawe, he said, were revise d. 

United States Minister Phelps also testified 
on the same point. His testimoay was similar 
to that ot Nash. 

HONOKS TO THE AMERICAN MINISTER. 

The esrl of Selborne, lord* high chancslior, 
moved ihat in consideration of Mr. Phelps’s 
position he be accommodated with a seat in 
the body of the house. This wasa most un- 
usual proceeding for the lord chancellor to 
take, and the action is regarded as a special 
snd extraordinary mark of honor, aad as an 
adequate recognition of the American minis- 
ter's courtesy in consenting to appear asa 
witness before the lords. When Mr. Phelps 
arose to leave the chamber their lordships all 
roce and bowed deferentially to him, the 
American minister returning the greeting ina 
graceful and appropriate manner. 

THE STORY OF THE CASE, 

The causes which led to the trial are a3 follows: 

The earjJdom of Lauderdale, to which is attached 
en income of $80,000 a year, is now vacant through 
the death of Sir Charles Barclay Maitland, baronet 
svdatwelfth earlof Maitland, who was struck by 
lightning while riding over a mooron his estate 
at Lauder, Berwickshire, Scotland, on 
August 12th, last year. He was unmarried, and 
the authorities on the peerage credited the pres: 
ent claimant as the rightful heir, but the’ con- 
testant, Sir James Maitiand, whois a descendant 
o! the fifth sonof the sixth earl of Lauderdale, 
asserts that Sir Richard Maitiund, the fourth son 
ofihe sixth earl, and from whom the claimant 
alleges he is descended, was never married, and 
therefore bad no legitimate issue. 

Sir Richard Maitiand was adjutant general ol 
New York colony about 1765. He was very popu 
Jar among the belles of thetown,and Miss Mary 
McAdam, one of the prettiest, became enamored 
ofhim. With him she madea short trip toCon- 
necticut, where their marriage banus were pub- 
lished, after which they returned to New York. 
Then the young girl found that according to 
English law and custom there had been no mar- 
risge, but she lived with the KEnglish officer 
much to the scandal of the colony. By him she 
had twochildren. Hesubsequently gaye her his 
name, and February 5. 1772 wrote a will making 
her and her children his sole heirs, andin July 
of the same year, three days befoie his death, 
there is reason to believe that he was married to 
her by the Rey Dr. Ogilville, of Trinity church. 
The widow removed to the home of some rela- 
tives at New Barbadoes, in New Jersey, 
where one of Sir Richard’s brothers, an oflicer of 
Lord Cornwa2lis, stationed at the place, recognized 
her as his sister-in-law, gave hera cottagein Rec 
tor sureet, New \ork, and took her oldest soi, 
Patrick—or Peter, as heiscalied in his father’s 
will—to Scotland with him. Fromtais son wo 
was educated atone ofthe English universities 
and Who)a!terwards prospered and was married in 
India, Mejor Frederick Henry Maitland is de- 
scenced, 

tir Richard’s. will is in the surrogate’s office. 
His widow was supposed to have -been buried in 
Trinity churchyard, next tothe tomb of Alexan- 
der Hamiiton,but a search there a lew months ago 
revealed nothing, and no record of the marriage 
was found in Dr Ogilvie’s diary. The lawyers for 
the claimant believe that as the Eoglish common 
law was supposed to prevail in colouial New York, 
and as the marriage was acknowledged by the fam- 
ily end is seconded in Burke's “Peerage,’’ the con- 
testant’s claim will be set aside. 

A similar case was tried in the house of Lords 
frome years ago. One of the Sheddons family went 
to America near the close of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, lived for years with Ann Mason, and two 
days before he died married her. He wrote to his 
brotber in Scotland: ‘I have this day married 
Apnn Mason and made an honest woman of her,’’ 
His eldest boy was educated in Scotland by his 
uncle, who was defeated ina suitto establish the 
jad’s illegitimacy. The boy gained wealth in In- 
Gia after he became of age and learned the 
facts of his parentage by finding among sone old 
papers a letter written to him twenty years previ- 
ously by his sister in America, of whom he had 
never beard. Further search brought to light his 
father’s letter acknowledging his marriage, which 
bad never reached his uncle. He then brought 
suit to reverse the decision(given years previously, 
aud as the estate had becomeextremely valuable 
through the growth of Edinburgh and the discoy- 
ery of coal and iron on the land. Mr. Sheddon’s 
Gaughter had the case argued before the house 
oi lords, and a decision was given against her.

A Boy Murdered, 

STAUNTON, Va., June 12,— Last week a boy living 
with his uncle, Jack Huffman, a mountaineer of 
High county, died, it was alleged, from the effects 
of a fall and was buried. Suspicion was aroused, 
and the body wasexhumed. Anautopsy disclosed 
the fact that the death resulted from knife wounds 
of the intestines andspine. Huffman disliked the 
boy, and it is thought he murdered him, Several 
years ago a little girl mysteriously disappeared 


from the same house and has not since been heard 
of. The commupity is greatly excited, and threats 
of lynching have been made, 


Cotton Factory Burned, 

Hi1GH Point, N, C., June 12.—The Randelman 
cotton factory, in Randolph county, was partly 
destroyed by fire last night. The weaving, dying 
and spinning ‘deparcments and the engine and 
boiler rooms were destroyed. The loss is $150,000, 
partially insured. Seven hundred hands are 
thrown out of employment.

RAIDING THE TEMPERATE, 


The Liquor Men in Maine Grow Farious— 
Prohibition the Cause. 

SrRincvaLe, Me:, June 12.—The trouble 
which has been brewing for some time over 
the enforcement of the prohibitory law culmi- 
nated last night in the organization of a mob, 
armed with revolvers and stones, and attacks 
upon &@ number of houses in which the win- 
dows Were smashed and other damage was 
done. The gang went to the house of William 
H. Frost, about a quarter of a mile from the 
village, and sent a shower of rocks through 
the windows, accompanied by a volley of bul- 
Jeis from the revolvers fired in reckless disre- 
gard to the sleeping family within. _ Taking 
the direct road tothe village, the mob next 
stopped at the house of John W. Frost, 
trial justice. Here shots were 
fired into the house where the women, chil- 
dren and old man were sleeping. Fortunate- 
ly no one were hurt, but the windows were 
aemolished. Atthe house of G. H. Roberts, 
ihe Wincows were smashed and the furniture 
dameged, The residence of Wilson Cheney, 
a prominet clothing dealer, was also treated 
to @ Volley of rocks. The final effort of the 
mov Was made against the office of the Ad- 
vocate. The editor of this paper sleeps in 
the office. A perfect fusiiade was kept up, 
end the bullets rained into the room. The 
editor’s only offense had been the publication, 
without comment, of the liquortrials. By 
what seemed a miracle, he escaped injury. 
The rioters then disbanded.

THE LYNCHING OF TERRY. 


Bitter Correspondence ita Which the De- 
ceased’s Mother Takes a Gand 

Lyncupure, Va., June 12.—The correspond- 
ence In regard to the recent lynching of 
Hairston Terry, at Liberty, grows more inter- 
esting with every publication. First, Mrs. 
General Terry was induced to publish letters 
in proof of her son’s insanity. Next, 
an interview with her was pubdlished 
in Which she blamed the town authorities for 
her eon’s death. To this Judge Davis returaoed 
a teloperate reply in the public prints. Dr. 
Boweyr, young Terry’s physician, feeling very 
much aggrieved at Mrs. Terry’s reflections 
upon him, made a pretty sharp retort.

SALISBURY SENT FOR. 


HE RECBIVES CHEERS ALL ALONG 
THE WAY. 


Mr. Gladstone and Barl Granville Formally Present 
the Resignation of the Government—The Prob- 
abilities of the New Oabinet—General 
Legislation— Other General News. 


Lonpen, June 12.—The general ignorance 
and uncertainty regarding the outcome of the 
government crisis are ludicrous. The Stand- 
ard, the Daily News, and The Daily 
Times: all aver, in leading . editorials 
this morning, that the marquis of Salisbury 
departed tor Balmoral last evening, in response 
to a summons from the queen. ‘The Daily Tel- 
egraph states that it caused a personal inquiry 
to be made at his rasidence late last night, and 


was assured that the marquis was in bed. The 
newspapers generally ridicule the letter of 
Lord Richard Grosvenor, in which he claims 
that the liberal whips did their utmost to se- 
cure the attendance of the liberal mem- 
bers. last Monday night. [It has 
just been learned from an authoritutive source 
that the report to the efiect that the marquis 
of Salisbury had been summoned by the 
queen to Balmoral, and that he left last night 
for the castle, is true. The marquis started 
secretly at midnight for Balmoral. Now that 
it bas become apparent by the departure of 
the marquis of Salisbusy for Balmoral that 
the tories will assume the reins of govern- 
ment, the Parnellite members of, parliament 
have begun conferring with the leading con- 
servatives with regard to the government of 
Ireland. Mr. Parneli and his followers 
strongly urge the tories to adopt a home rale 
measure for Ireland. 
THE CHANGE ANNOUNCED. 

Mr. Giadstone announced in the house of 
commons this afternoon, that he had resigned 
office; that the queen had accepted his resig- 
ration, and that her majesty had informed 
bim that she had summoned the marquis of 
Salisbury, the leader of the opposition in the 
house of lords, to Balmoral, forthe purpose of 
entrusting him with the formation of a new 
cabinet. ' 

Mr. Gladstone, continuing, said that under 
the peculiar circumstances surrounding the 
cutgoing government, he would, a little later, 
propese that the house of commons adjourn 
until next Monday. The question had arisen, 
be proceeded, whether it would be best for 
the public convenience and interest to go on 
with pending legislation, conceraing the re- 
distribution of seats bul. The present gov- 
ernment would only do so with the consent of 
the house. He did not believe that any dif- 
ference of principle in respect to this impor- 
tant measure could now possibly arise be- 
tween the parties, and he reminded the house 
that the government and the opposition were 
both under com pact regarding the redistribu- 
tion bill. It would, however, be gratifying to 
himself and colleagues in the retiring cabinet 
if, before they ceased their public duties, the 
could regard the bill as sealed and delivered. 

Sir Stafford Northcote, on behalf of the con- 
servatives, reported that his party desired to 
proceed with the redistribution bill as rapidly 
as possible. There was no reason why the 
smendments made to the bill by the house of 
lords should not at once receive the assent of 
the house of commons, but the question of 
these amendments was in this peculiar 
shape. The amendments were 
bot printed, and he thought 
it desirable to have them printed befvre for- 
mally eccepting them. 

Mr. Gladstone expressed acquiescence with 
this view, and the sitting of tne house was 
euspended until the amendments should be 
received. ‘The amendments, as passed by tie 
lords, baving finally reached the house, sit- 
ting was resumed. It was decided to make 
the amendments the subject of discussion on 
next Monday, and an adjournment was made 
until that date. 

In the house of lords this afternoon, Lord 
Granville made a formal announcement simi- 
lar to that of Mr. Gladstone in the commons 
that the resignation of the cabinet had been 
eccepted, and that Salisbury had been sum- 
mored to Balmoral. 

The remainder of the session was occupied 
in the reading for athird time the redistribu- 
tion of seats bill and passipg amendments 
thereto. 

THE ROUTE OF SALISBURY. 

Telegrams from all the principal points 
slong the route taken by the marquis of Salis- 
bury to Balmoral, show that the journey was 
made through a continued series of pop- 
ular ovations on all that part of the way 
which lies in Scotland. Crowds assembled at 
#ll the railway stations and cheered the 
“coming man.’’ At Aberdeen station, where 
the train stopped, the demonstration was par- 
ticularly enthusiastic. Here some one called 
out ‘‘three cheers for Gladstone,’”’ and the in- 
vitation was greeted with groans and hisses. 

SALISBURY ACCEPTS. 

The marquis of Salisbury has consented to 
form a ministry with Sir Stafford Northcote 
as chancellor of the exchequer. 

The attendance at this atternoon’s session of 
the house of commons and the house of lords 
was very large, and there was unusual auima- 
tion in all the groups occupying the lobbies of 
both houses before the sitting. 

The News saysthat the statements that 
Gladstone intends to retire from tne leadership 
of the liberals is unauthorized. The earl of 
Aberdeen has offered Gladstone the use 
of his residence near London 
for the remainder of the session. The 
messenger from Gladstone arrived at Balmo- 
ral two hours before Lord Salisbury. The 
queen Jeaves Balmoralon Tuesday, and will 
arrive at Windsor Castle Wednesday morning. 
It is stated that a message from the queen has 
arrived for Sir Stafford Northcote. 

United States Senator Edmunds sat under 
the speaker’s gallery in the house of commons 
yesterday. 

The newspapers of St. Petersburg, are of the 
opinien that the English tories will be com- 
pelled to show that they disapprove Glad- 
stone’s policy, and express the fear that the 
change of government will be prejudicial to 
the amicable negotiations which were pend- 
ing bétween the Gladstone government and 
Russia. A squadron under orders for the Pa- 
cific, has been ordered to wait in Finland 


Bay. 

The Standard thinks that in the new min- 
istry the earl of Carnarvon will be foreign 
secretary; Sir. Michael Hicks Beach, secreta- 
ry for war; and William Henry Smith, first 
lord of the admiralty. It alsothinks that 
Lord Randolph Churchill will be offered a 
high post, but that itis not likely to be that 
of secretary for Lreland. The Standard says 
that the general election will prebably be 
postponed until January, unless the conserva- 
tives are unable to pass — coercion bill, and 
find npon the expiration ef the present act in 
October, thatthey are unable to govern Ire- 
Jand without a renewal of the act, when they 
will be compelled te dissolve parliament. 

The Novoe Vremya, of St. Petersburg, daily 
publishes articles ex pressing fears of fresh dis- 
putes with the cabinet containing the marquis 
of Salisbury and Lord Randolph Charchill. 

The Times still opposes the resignation of 
the Gladstone ministry, saying that such ac- 
tion is trivial, unpatrictic-and unfair to the 
conservatives. 

The promptness with which the queen ac- 
cepted the resignations of the Gladstone min- 
istry is the subject of general comment. She 
telegraphed her acceptance instead of sending 
it by royal courier, as is usual in cases of im- 
portance. m,

THE INDIA MUSEUM BURNED. 


Destruction of a Valuable Annex to the 
London Exposition, 

Lonpox, June 12.—A fire broke out this 
afternoon in the India museum annex ty the 
great building in which is being held thé in- 
ternational exhibition of inventions. This 
department is situated just north of the mais 
entrance tothe exhibition and between the 
eastern wall of the exhibition 
building proper and the exhibition road. The 
museum was filled with evidences of the 
handicraft of India, carved woodwork mainly, 
and other like inflamable material. The 
flemes spread with alarming rapidity, and the 
whole immense structure is regarded as doom- 
ed to destruction. The visitors to the exhibi- 
tion and the attendants, as soon as they heard 
the first cry of fire, fled the building, and all 
erceped without accident. he fire 
depariment quickly responded to the 
alarm, and soon fuliy fifty engines were send- 
ing heavy streams of water into the burning 
museum, and upon the adjacent property. 
The firemen finally obtained the mastery over 
the flames, but not until the many articles in 
the India museum had been almost entirel 
destroyed, and the museum building itself 
very seriously damaged, The flames did not 
extend into the immense structure in which 
the exhibition proper is being held, and thus 
the actual calamity dreaded was prevented. 
The demage tothe main exhibition is, how- 
ever, considerable. 

The Indian museum building is damaged 
beyond repair, while its contents may be said 
to be completely destroyed. The Indian de- 
partment is, in fact, blotted out. There were 


- ten thousand visitors in the exhibition grounds 


atthe time the fire broke out. As soon as 
there and many other attendants recovered 
from the excitement occasioed by the first 
alsrm, all engaged inthe work of removing 
the books of record of the exhibit, and in sav- 
ing the more valuable ofthe exhibits. The 
prince of Wales arrived early at the fire, and 
remained until assured that the main exhibi- 
tion building would not be materially damaged. 

All the fire engines that could possibly be 
utilized were used to pour streams upon the 
building. Luckily the water supply was 
plentiful. To this fact, coupled with the ex- 
traordinary exertions of the firemen, is attrib- 
uted the preservation of the main building. 
The exhibition was closed immediately at the 
outbreak of the fire. A cordon of police barred 
the roadway, and stopped all travel and traflic. 
A detachment of Life Guards was quickly 
marched to the scene, and assisted the police 
in maintaining order and saving property. 
While the fire is not quite out, there is no 
danger of its spreading. The only articles 
saved from the India museum were those 
which comprise the collection contributed by 
the prince of Wales. All the remainder of the 
Indian exhibit is destroyed. 

The Indian museum contained many costly 
and rare models of Indian workmanship. 
These were chiefly supplied from the South 
Kersington museum, and the impossibility of 
duplicating them makes their destruction a 
very serious national loss. The damage to 
the inventors’ exhibition building is of a tri- 
fling character. 
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The Suez Commissioners,

Mr. Sinclair scouts the idea that he was decieyed 
by his own excited fancy, and strenuously insists 
that be did see Jones's ghost, and that the conver- 
sation here recorded really did take place, 
Whether Mr. Sinclair was deceived or not, the fact 
remains that many people belicvye that Jones’s 
house is hannted, and they give it a wide berth at 
night. The negroes will not go about the place 
even in daylight.

How Five Leading Writers Gave Their Views 
on itin a Great Magazine. 
Jennie June in Hartford Times. 

Probably there never wasso much written on 
the subject of clothes as now. Women may well 
be distracted by the variety of Opinions, all of 
which are agreed upon one point—to disagree 
with each other—and very few of which contribute 
any thing of value to the solution of the problem. 


It is to be expected that art in its relations to 
common life will take cognizance of dress, and, 
therefore, ‘“‘studies” of form, ‘‘studies’’ of color, 
and ‘‘studies’’of drapery, while interesting as such 
and suggestive to the more intelligent minds 
among women, donot excite a disturbing infin- 
ence; but when an old and dignified review like 
the North American thinks the mat- 
ter worthy of a “‘symposium,”’ and selects(itis to 
be presumed) five of the ablest contributiors it 
can find to the literatureof the subject, it is rath- 
er disappointing to find no clearer light thrown 
upon any of the yexed questions concerning it, 
nor in fact {any suggestions made which haye 
practical value or claim to originality.

The writer of the leading article, Mrs E. M, 
King, starts off with the platform laid down by 
Ledy Haberton’s dress reform movement, and 
which was given in letters from England to this 
country by myself four years ago the present sum- 
mer.

The Mobile Register waats the govern ment 
to establish postal savings banks, chielly 
because there are in the south no saying;

It goeson to give vari- 
ous reasongin favor cf such banks as pre- 
sented in a long Jine of postmaster-generals 
beginning with: Mr. Jewell, of Connecticu’, 
and ending with Mr. James, of New York. 
“It would,’ says the Register, ‘‘encourage 
economy and habits of thrift among the 
laboring classes, it would accommodate all 
classes in many sections where no banks 
exist, would tend to force money now secre- 
ted into circulation, would premote loyalty 
and patriotism by giving to depositors a 
direct and cubstantial interest in the stabili- 
ty of the government, would protect a ciass 
unable to protect themselves—the toiling 
milliouns—against swindlers and robbers, 
would strengthen the financesof thé govern- 
ment by givirg ita first lien upon the accu- 
mulated proceeds of the industries of its 
citizens, end would bea bulwark of defense 
Sgeinst panics and financial crises, as no 
depositor would think of making a ran 
‘upon a government depositcry.’’

need of them. Why then does she 

the well-tried savings bank laws of New 
York: or Massachusetts, and frame 
a general law on that subject for 
home consumption? The safeguards, restric- 
tion’, limitations and penalties embraced in 
the sayings bank laws of the two s‘atesnamed 
make the bangs organized under them assife 
depositories as national banks are. The 
savings banks of New York and Massachn- 
setts hold, in fact, far larger deposits than do 
the national banks of the twes'ates. They 
do notfai'. They are not mismanaged, Their 
rrofits go to the depositors and not to men 
who have no interest in the money that earns 
the profits. They are safe, economical, real 
Sayings benks, managed by the people for the 
people. 

We need such banks for nearly all the rea- 
fons named by the Register, and for the fur- 
ther reason ihat they won!d keep the money 
of the depositors where it would do them the 
most good, Instead of bringing up in the 
yauits of the eastern cities, the money of our 
people would be loaned on real estate at home 
under proper restrictions amd safeguards. 
The money of the depositor would be safely 
kept at interest, and while it was thus bring- 
ing in an income directly, it would bring its 
owner an indirect income by rendering the 
town in which he lives more prosperous. 
Every deposit would increase the loanable 
funds of the locality ; would add to the bank- 
ing capital of the place, instead of deepening 
the current that already sets too strongly to- 
wards the east. The Register appreciates our 
great want, and when it camfuily considers 
the subject it will doubtless conclude that we 
had better endure the ills we have than to fly 
to others we know not of. The proposed 
remedy is really more to be dreaded than our 
present deficiency.

REVIVING A DBAD DOG. 


An Experiment That May Some Time Prove 
Beneficial to Dead Men, 
From the Denver News. 

Mr. James L. Finch gives an account of some 
curious experiments which heand Dr. Armitage 
recently made secretly in resuscitating auintals 
apparently dead. 

The first subject operated upon was a medium- 
sized terrier dog. It was securely tied and an in- 


‘cision made in an artery in its neck, by which the 


snimal was bled to death. He certainly passed 
through all the symptoms of dying, and soon af- 
ter the last blood issued from the wouud his frame 
became fixed and rigid and his eyes 
showed the senseless glare of death, The room 
was kept at 2 temperaiuseof 7% Fanrenheit,while 
the dog lay for three heursdead. By this time he 
bad become very stiffand cold. He was now placed 
in @ Walm weter bath that was coustantly main- 
tained at a temperature of 105°, and was continu 
ally and thoroughiy rubbed, aud as he became 
pliant his limbs were gently worked about and 
his whole body rendered supple. A half pint 
of hot water was now passed into his stomach 
through a hard rubber tube which was forced 
down his asophagus. When this was accomplish- 
ed the mouth of a rubber tube, attached to a bel- 
lows, was introduced into his windpipe. and as 
the bellows were provided with a double vaive, 
by which the air could be withdrawn as wellas 
inbaled, the dog’s nose was securely fastened. 

A large and powerful Newfoundiand aog had 
been obtained for the purpose, had beeu tied near 
by, aud was now bied, while the attending sur- 
geon proceeded to adjust the trausfusing appa- 
ratus, and began slowly to inject the live dog’s 
biocd into the dead dog. Simultaneousiy Mr. 
Armitage began slowly working the respiratory 
be lows, while I kept rubbing the animal and bend- 
ing his limbs and body to facilitate circulation. 
We could not have been more anxious about the 
issue of our efforts if they had been made upona 
human being instead ofa dumb brute. When a 
pint of bleod had been injected, I could see some 
change about theeyes of the dog; but no one 
spoke. One thougut wasconimon to all—would 
life come back? In a few moments more there was 
certainly a convulsive tremor noticeable in the 
bocy. Mr. Armitage, in undisguised excite- 
ment, said to the surgeon, ‘*Press 
the blood,” In a minute or 
two the dog gasped, and soon attempted to eject 
the respiratory tube, which was accordingly with- 
drawn. This was followed by gasps anda catch« 
ing ofthe breath, whiletheeyes grew brighter 
and more natural. The eee and blood injec- 
ting were yetappliea, and the dog was struggling 
as ifin eafit, But his efforts soon became less 
violent, and he began alow whine. A compress 
was Bow placed on the artery, and in 
twenty-two minutes after the first 
blood was injected be sat up, after being 
dead three hours and twenty minutes. The dog 
then drank broth that bad been prepared for him 
in case of his revival, and soon got up and walked 
about. A comfortable bed was provided near the 
stove, and from this time forward his recovery 
wés so rapid that in two days he was turned* ont 
to run in the streets, Heis nowa rugged charac- 
ter, in good health, with seemingly no remem- 
brance of his resurrection. 
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The Public Debt. 

Night and day, and every dayin the year, says 
the Country Gentleman, we are lessening the debt 
100 a minute.

But, were it equally aivided, there are 
few who would not cheerfuily contribute this 
small amount (75 cents) for the sake of sustaining 
the splendid reputation our country enjoys 
threughont the world as a prompt, Doaest, 
cebt-paying people. The United States could now 
borrow mopey at a lower rate of interest than any 

ther nation under the snn. There are several 
advantages in this. To name one: A nation’s 
strepeth depends largely upon its ability to pro 
vide the “‘sinews of war,’’ of which money is the 
greatest. Great Britain is stronger from this cause 
than from the actual number of fightisg men she 
could raise among ber own population 
proper. For this reason we are advle 
to get along with almost no  staud- 
ibg army or navy—bdarely enough to act asa police 
force and take care of the fortifications ty save 
them from delapidation, and to keep a corps of 
skilled officers in training for any emergeucy that 
might arise demanding the sudden action of a 
large force of citizen suidiers. Nearly every other 
nation has a Jlarge percentage of its most vigorous 
men in feld or camp or fort or on shiphoard, with 
another beavy percentage toiling to support these 
aud the expenses they incur.

On the train he met a party 
Of friends, aud afterawhile he told them of the 
remarkeble tnake which he was carryiug to Warh- 
ington, 6nd His friends naturally expressed a desire 
to see it. Mr. Butlerconsenied to exhibit the snake 
and going to his seat he reached down and drew 
forth the bag, around which he carefully felt with 
one hand ubtil he touched the snuaxe’s head 
whicb he grasped firmly. This wes in the secon 
class Car, apd there was sbout a dozen passengers 
watching the curious proceedings, not one of 
them knueuwing the ugly character of the contents 
of 1be bag, One dariey more curious tban his 
fellow travelers, moved up to get a bette:

“THE DREAD DISEASE 


WHICH THRBATENS AN INVASION 
CF CUR SHORSS. 


The Davger of Cholera Discussed by the Boards of 
Health of New York, Boston, New Haver, 
Brooklyn, Baltimcre and Other Ports of — 
the Couatry—Precautions Adopted, 


New Yorx, June 12.—At a recent confer- 
ence, in this city, of the health officers of the 
ports of New York, Boston, New Haven, 
Brooklyn, Baltimore, and the state board of 
health of New York, the following quaran- 
tine regulations were adopted to prevent the 
introduction of cholera and other diseases into 


the United States the coming summer,to go into. 


eflect immediately. The maximum period of 
incubation of Asiasic cholera may, for quaran- 
tine purposes, be assumed to be eight days, 
and in case of the disease occurring on vessels 
during the voysge hitherward, the observa- 
tion of persons should extend to eight days 
trom the last date of possible exposure. That 
for the fumigation of the closed 
spaces, sulphurious acid gas 

be commended, from 

three pounds of sulphur being burned for each 
one thoueand cubic teet of space; that for the 
disinfection of luggage, or other fomites, reli- 
ance may be placed on fresh chloride of lime, 
bi-chloride of mereury, or dry heat to 230 
degrees fahrenheit; thatin view of tho dan- 
gers of other a all rags imported to 
this country should be disinfected either at 
the lace of departure, or 
on their arrival here; that 
if such disinfection be done abroad, it be re- 
quired that either the rags be boiled for not 
lees than thirty minutes and dried before 
baling, or treated with super-heated steam for 
not Jess than eight minutes and in such man- 
ner asto be heated above 212 degs. fahren- 
heit in every part. 


The Cholera ia Spain, 

Maprip, June 12 —Elevon cases of a disease 
resembling cholera are reported in this city. 
Four deaths occurred here yesterday from the 
malady reported. The sanitary officials con- 
tinue the work of disinfecting the streets aad 
keeping lsrge bonfires burning at all availa- 
ble points. Imtothese bonfires quantities of 
sulphur are catt trequently. Seven new cases 
of cholera and three deaths occurred to-day 
in the city of Murcia, and three new cases 
and ten deaths in the province of Murcia out- 
sidethe city. A number of new cases of 
cholera and of deaths therefrom are reported 
from other districts in Spain. 

The govern mettawill ask the cortes for one 
million pesetas ($200,000) to prosecute meas- 
ures against cholera. 

Two more suspicious cases were reported 
to-day, one of which proved fatal in a few 
hours. The disease has mede its appearance 
at Toledo. ;

THE BEAUTIFUL GRAY MOss. 


Some Popniar Fallactes Dispelied with 
Kegard to It—A Botanist Talks’ 


From Charleston News and Courier. 

There are not # few errors prevailing in rela- 
tion to the growth of the long gray moss, the use- 
ful and graceful parasite that adds so greatly tothe 
beauties of a landscape in lower Carolina. One ofl 
the moet prevalent errorsis that this moss is en- 
tirely an air plant,and receivesno aid or assistance 
towards its growth fromany othersource than 
the atmosphere, If this theory were true it 
would be hard to account for some things; 
for instance, why does the moss flourish in some 
sections and not in others where the atmospheric 
conditiors are in every respect equal and identi- 
cal? The moss is found in abundance in some 
localities, when adjacent localities of the same 
nature are comparatively free from it? Lf it were 
dependent on the atmosphere alone it should grow 
equaily well on all trees, dead or alive. But it 
dees notdo so. lia live tree full of moss be 
killed, the moss will soon die or disappear from 
the tree. 

Said a prominent botanist yesterday: ‘‘If any one 
believes the moss to be an air plant, let him try & 
handful of it on an iron post, or any support 
whereitcan get no help from its resting place. 
Examine the moss closely and you will find it 
securely attached to the bark of the tree by roots. 
It may grow for a short time to dead wood; butit 
it does it Cerives assistance from the moisture of 
the wocd, which moisture has fertilizing ingre- 
dients carried up from the earth to the dead limb 
by capillary attraction or some similar circulatioa. 

“The parasite, of course, receives a Certain por- 
ticn of its sustenance from the atmosphere, but 
enough from the tree to seriously injure the wel- 
fare of the limbs to which it attaches. With fruit 
trees is this especially apparent, In pat hg to 
the quantity of the moss the fruit fails. Of itsell, 
this proves the moss plant to be more than an air 
plant. 

‘*It is an error also to believe that it grows in all 
camp atmospheres, and is indicative of a humid 
and unhealthy condition of theloeality. In some 
of the low, flat pine lands the moss 
is entirely absent, while it abounds 
everywhere on the high, sandy pine lands, both 
on the pines and the oaks. I know ot heaithy 
sections where the gray moss is abundaut at an 
elevation of £00 feet abeve the ocean, and I also 
know of sickly sections where there is no moss at 
all. If you wish to form acorrect idea adout the 
healthfulness of any particular section other evi: 
cences besides the condition of the moss crop had 
better be considered, or you may be badly de- 
ceived, Look at the Battery, for instance; 
iook at our glorious moss-bedecked suburbs, 
Lbere is nothing terribly unhealthy about these, 
And our crop of mosscan discount that of some 
parts of the glorious Teche, the Choctaw swamps 
andtbe incomparable Feliciana parishesof the 
old pelican state. Why, mossis only a parasite, 
the same as the red creeper or the mistietoe. And 
what is more, itis germinatedin precisely the 
same way—by its seeds being blown or carried by 
birds and insectsinto the bark cavities of trees.’

GOVERNOR M’DANIBL’S ORDER IN 
THRE CASE. 


The Opinion of Attorney-General Anderson on the 
Law ofthe Case~4& Fall Review of tne Law 
Rouching it~-The Stubborn Pignt of tae 
Prisoner's Counsel—Tne | Facts, 


Yesterday Governor McDaniel issued the 
following order in the case of W. 8. Roberts, 
president ofthe defunct bank of Augusta, 
who is wanted by the New York authorities 
on an indictment of grand larceny:

TUR OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL 
on the case is as follows: 


ATTORNEY GENERAL's OFFiIC®, STATE OF GEOR- 
GIA, ATLANTA, Ga., June 11., 1555.—His Excelieu- 
<y, Heury D. McDaniel, Governor, etc—Sir: The 
application of W. 8, Koberts forjsuspension of the 
executive warrant issued for his arrest in obedi- 
ence toa requisition from the governor of the 
state of New York, is based on two grounds, viz: 

‘First. Becanee itis claimed that the Pepe 
tion on which the extradition preceedings are 
founded, was notinstituted in good faith, but 
to ccerce the paymen tol a dent. 

Second. Because since the arrest of Roberts, b 
yirtue ol the executive warraut issued as stated, 
the grand jury of the county of Kichmonad, in 
this state, bas found three special presentments, 
eaeh charging him with a felony, and that beach 
warrents beve been issued for his arrest to an 
ewer these presentiments. 

As to the first ground, it is suflicient to state 
that there is no eyidence of its truth. Whatis 
meant when it is charged that a 
criminal proceeding is being used to 
coerce the payment oi a debt is that it i not in- 
stituted bona fide for the purposeof brihging tne 
eceused to trial, but to be heid in terrorem over 
him nutil he settles with the prosecution and is 
then to be abandoned. 

There is no evidence whatever that this latter is 
the purpose of the prosecution in this case. If it 
be Lecessary, as claimed, to convict Roberts of the 
larceny ot the bonds ne is alleged to have misap- 
propriated, or to attempt to do so, before they can 
pe recovered from the purchaser, this, instead of 
establishing the point insisted on, tends to prove 
the coutrary. A 

Mr. Spear, in his work on the law of extradition 
(p. 434), referring to the reiusal of Goveruor Rice, 
cf Massachusetts, to comply with the requisition 
of the governor of South Uarolina, in the case of 
Kimpton, on the ground ‘that the object in pro- 
curing the indictment does notappear to be for 
the purpose of trying Kimpton for the crime 
chargcd against him, but for a difllerent purpose,’’ 
£ayR: 

This in effect ebarged South Carolina with 
fieud es to the motives of the indictment and 
prosecution, and made Governor Rice’s opinion, 
1p respect to those motives, a rule of law 
or his action. Was he justified in 
assuming this fraudulent in‘ention, and toen, on 
this basis. refusing to compiy with the law of 
congress? The proper answer to this question is 
im the negative. He had no right toimpeach or 
aesail the verity of the authenticated record before 
him on the ground that the prosecutiou was in- 
spired by imiproper motives, or had an object dif- 
ferent irom the one that was ee on the face 
of the papers.’’ Mr. Wharton lays down the same 
Ooctrine. (see Whartou’s crim. plead. and pr, sth 
6d. 8ec. 54 

Obviously, such motives shonid not be imputed 
On presumption, butouly where they are satisfac 
torily proved to exist. 

_A& to the second ground,the facts are that the 
requisition from New York was presented and the 
executive warrant, in compliance therewith, was 
issued on the 25th day of April, 1555. Roberts was 
Arrested on the warrant so issued and delivered to 
the agent of the state of New York, and had been, 
siter a hearing on awri; of habeas corpus, remand- 
ed -by Judge Roney to the custody 
ef the New York officer, before -either 
of the special presentments was fouad against 
him by the grand jury of Richmond county—all 
the presentments having been returaed into 
court by that body, on the llth day of May, 1585. 
lt may be stated jurther that after Judge Roney’s 
cecision was rendered Roberts sued out another 
writ of habeas corpus before Judge Speer, judge of 
thé district court of the United states forthe 
fouthern district of Georgia, who held, as Judge 
Roney had done, that be was not illegally re- 
strained of his liberty, and onthe application of 
his counsel ordered him into the custody of the 
United Siatesmershal. pending an appeal to Mr, 
Justice Woods, of the supreme court of the United 
States. On the hearing before Mr. Justice Woods, 
the decision of Judge s peer was affirmed. 

The power of the governor to suspend or reyoke 
& Wariant of extradition, for sufficient legal cause, 
is nrotdoubted. The question is, do the facts 
¢tated furnish such cause? 

.- Section 55 oj the code provides: 
“If any person demanded as a fugitive from jus- 
tice is, at the time of such demand, under prose- 
cution for an offense against the laws 
uf this state, the governor shall 
fuspend his delivery until the issue 
is cetermined as to his guilt, and, if condemned, 
until he shail have suffered the penalty of the law 
im posed,’’ 
Thelaws of Alabama, lowa, Indiana and sever- 
al other states contain provisions simiiar to the 
section of our code cited on this subject; and it 
isa somewhat significant fact that all of them, 
without exception, make the duty of delivery to 
depend on whetber there is a prosecution 
pending atthetime the fugitive is demanded. 
(Eee Spear on thelaw of extradition pp. 475, 637, 
49, 683, 659, 669, 673, G80, 652, 687, 690, 696, 102-4 6 ) 
lf a subsequent prosecution against the person 
accused furnishes a suflicient legal reason for the 
suspension of delivery under an extradition war- 
rant, itisalittle remarkable that none of the 
States, which have legislated on this subject, have 
incorporated such a provision in their statutes. 
But the true solution of this question is not 
jeft to conjecture. , The law governing it seems 
to be well settled. Mr. Spear, in the work already 
eited, speaking of the decisions on this point, says: 
‘The leval principle involved in these decisious 
is tat, where jurisdiction has already attached to 
a case, it is, in the absence of any provision tu the 
contrary, to be dcemed exclusive until it has per- 
formed its function. * * * Hence the de- 
mand for the delivery of a fugitive criminal does 
not abrogate or postponea law!nul jurisdiction 
that has been put in force agains; him for an 
offense committed in the state o- tercitory to 
which he bas fled, and on which the demand is 
made.”’ (Spear on the law of extradition, p. 441.) 
The same principle is ruled in 16th Wallace 371, 
and in 4th Zabriskie 634. In the last named case 
the court eays: 
“Ifin pointof fact the prisoner had first been 
frrested on the requisition, the civil process would 
vndoubtedly have been too late, for I should have 
then considered him as the prisoner of that state, 
and not liableto betaken from her custody by 
any process issuing out of our courts,’’ 
‘he only precedent in opposition to these au- 
borities is the order of Governor Smith in the 
Mest case, where the governor suspeuded his war- 
abt because three days after it was issued the 
grand jury of Fulton county found a true bill, 
Harzing West with acriminal offense under the 
aws of this state. The exact facts of that case do 
Hot appear On the records of the executive depart- 
ment, nor from the evidence submitted in con- 
nection therewith. All that appears is that three 
cays after the warrant was issued the indictment 
wes found by the grand jury, West being at the 
time in Augusta, where am application for the 
‘Writ of habeas corpus, sued out by him, was being 
heard. It may be that Governor Smith had evi- 
dence biore him poewns that the indictment was 
pending before the jury at the time the 
Tequisition was made. But it is sufficient to state 
that this was an exceptional case, and is contrary 
to the current of authority on the subject. It is 

air to presume that there were reasons for Gov- 
erpor Smith's action, which do not appear. 

-Ithas been argued by the eminent counsel 
for Mr. Roberts, that it is the duty of the governor 

D see that the laws of this state are faithfully exe- 

uted, and it has been urged with t eloquence 

nd ability that for this reason he should not allow 

Roberts to be taken out of the jurisdiction of the 

burts of this state until he has been tried on the 

pecial presentments pending against him in the 
punty of Richmond. True it is that it is the goy- 
mor's duty to take care that the laws are faith- 
aliy executed, but this duty applies tothe law 
ponverning the extradition of fugitives froa jus- 
pe, aS Weil as the other laws of this state. In the 
bguege of the supreme court, in the case of 
ohuston vs Riley, (18th Ga., R. 98.) “itis made 
imperative duty, under the bUpreme law of 
jand, which he has sworn to support, to sur- 
emGer up such fugitive tothe authorities of the 
tate whuse 8 have been violated, baving juris- 
diction of the crime.’’

WHY HE DIO IT. 


Alderman Stockde)ll Explains His Attitude 
on the Decatur Street fewer. 
ATLANTA, Ga., June 12, 1885.—Editors Constitu - 
tion—Inasmuch as mention has been madein 
your paper of my actionin giving notice to re- 
consider a portion of the aldermanic board’s re- 
centaction on the Butler-Decatur street sewer, 
and as 1am being frequently asked the reason of 
my position, I would be glad if you would publish 
the following communication, which City En- 
gineer Angier has prepared at my request. Re- 
speetfully, H, C, STOCKDELL, 


I will say that Aldermen Cooper and Gramiing 
were unavoidably absent from the meeting of the 
board when the matter in question was acted on. 
Before giving notice to reconsider I retired to 
Aldermen Cooper’s office and consulted him upon 
what steps to take, when the line of action fol- 
lowed by me was agreed upon. H. C. 8, 

Hon, H. C, STOCKDELL—Dear Sir: Replying to 
your inquiry of 8th inst.: The Butler-Decatur street 
sewer, now being constructed, will discharge 572,- 
400 cubic feet, or 4 281,552 gallons of water in one 
hour; or as much water as is pumped into the city 
by the waterworks in twenty-four hours, which is, 
in fact, considerably more than double the ca- 
pacity required. 

The actual discharge necessary to this water 
shed, #t intersection oi Gitmer and Butler streets, 
is 212,600 cubic teet, or 1,589,600 gallons in one 
hour; and bear it in mind that this calculation is 
bared upon arainfallof one and one half inches 
in one hour, without making any deductions for 
absorption or evaporation, which, even allowing 
that the whole area, amounting to 
Nearly 42 acres was paved with belgian blocks. 
Not more than 75 per cent of the rainfall could 
possibly arrive at the end of the sewer in one hour; 
therefore, it is not necessary to take care of more 
that 112 100 inches of rainfail in the hour, yet this 
calculation is based on 1% inches, In Washington, 
D. C,, and New York city, where all the streets 
and courts are smoothly and solidly paved, it 
might be reasonable to build sewers to carry oft 
two inches of rainfallin an hour, but I consider 
to build sewers to carry off 1% inches of rain most 
ample, and nine out ofevery ten engineers will 
hold to my views.’

The Death ef Major Henry. West, 

Major Henry West, one of our oldest and most 
useful citizensywdied yesterday at the residence of 
his son-in-law, Mr. W. H. Holeombe, near West 
End, Major West was in his eighty-first year and 
was one of the most remarkable men of his time, 
Be was for forty years a valuable citizen of Troup 
county, and was probably the wealthiest man in 
the county, having accumulated a very large es- 
tate by honest toil, never.speculating a dollar in 
his life. Hesettled in Troup about the year 1825, 
while the Indians still roamed onthe east side of 
the Chattahoochee. He assisted the venerable Dr. 
Jesse Boring in organizing the first Methodist 
church ever established in that county. He 
helped to lay out the streets where the beautiinl 
city of LaGrange now stands. He 
wes foremostin every good movement that brought 
Troup county to: the front as one of the best in 
Georgia. He filled almost every office in the gift 
of that people, and was engaged in many heated 
political campaigns, in one ef which he defeated 
the late Judge William Dougherty for the senate. 
He was a brother-in-law of tne lamented Colonel 
Tom Miller, who was the father of Mrs. William H. 
Venable of this city. The Hon. B. H. Hill and 
Dr. H, Y. M. Miller were school boys at his house. 
During the war he turned his extensive fields into 
the exclusive production of something to eat, and 
the soldiers’ families were bountifully supplied 
by him without stint or price. After the war he 
paid every demand againt him dollar for dollar 
and declined the opportunity of scaling as was 
the practice then. In 1865,ia@ eonnection with 
Mr, West, he opened the first 
wholesale provision and grocery 
house on Peachtree street after the war, and con- 
tributed largely in the rebuildiag of Atianta. 

For several years past he has been spending the 
wintersin Florida, where he has a valuable or: 
ange grove. Two weeks ago hecame home and 
continued to decline till death relieved him of his 
sufferings. He was the father-inlaw of W, H. 
Holcombe and A. J. West, of this city; also of 
Colonel W, W. Cato and Mr, D. O. Stewart, of Flor- 
ida, Mr, H. M. ©, Boozer. of Hogansville, and 
George W. Rumph, of Jesup, and the father of Mrs, 
Harp, of Thomaston.
